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SUPERVISORS 
BY  DISTRICT? 

A  SECOND  TRY

Five  residents  will  repre¬ 
sent  the  OMI  community  on 
a  city-wide  drafting  com¬ 
mittee  to  develop  a  plan  for 
the  direct  election  of  the  San 
Francisco  Board  of  Super¬ 
visors  by  neighborhood 
districts. 

Selection  of  the  residents 
and  a  discussion  of  the 
actual  district  lines  to  be 
drawn  took  place  at  a  neigh¬ 
borhood  hearing  April  3  at 
Pilgrim  Community  Church 
on  Randolph  St.  A  slide  show 
entitled  “Why  District  Elec¬ 
tion?”  was  shown. 

San  Franciscans  For  Dist¬ 
rict  Election  (SFDE)  is  the 
organization  promoting  the 
18  district  hearings  in  the 
city  that  will  provide  rep¬ 
resentatives  to  the  drafting 
committee.  A  petition  drive 
will  be  launched  by  SFDE  to 
gather  signatures  of  23,000 
registered  voters  in  order  to 
make  the  final  plan  an 
initiative  on  the  November 
ballot. 

A  1973  initiative  that 
called  for  the  election  of 
supervisors  from  an  11- 
district  plan  was  defeated 
by  the  voters.  But  a  spokes¬ 
person  for  SFDE  said  that 
“people  (in  1973)  didn’t 
seem  to  have  an  awareness 
that  they  have  now.” 

SFDE  says  that  the  Cur¬ 
rent  system  of  having  all 
supervisors  elected  at  large 

leads  to  an  uneven  distri¬ 
bution.  At  present  several 
districts,  including  the  OMI 
and  the  Hunters  Point-Bay- 
view  districts,  have  no 
supervisor  living  in  their 
district.  In  contrast,  five  of 
the  supervisors  live  in  the 
vicinity  of  St.  Francis  Wood 
and  three  live  in  the  vicinity 
of  pacific  Heights. 

The  OMI  hearing  at  Pil¬ 
grim  Community  Church 
was  sponsored  by  the 
Federation  of  Ingleside 
neighborhoods,  the  South¬ 
west  Neighborhood  Im¬ 
provement  Group  and  the 
OMI  Trucking  Company.

CONTROL  OMI 
TRAFFIC 

Do  you  want  to  decide 
where  STOP  signs,  one-way 
streets  and  other  types  of 
traffic  controls  should  be  in 
your  neighborhood? 

Plans  are  now  being  made 
in  the  Traffic  Engineering 
Div.,  Dept,  of  Public  Works 
for  new  controls  in  the 
traffic  flow  patterns  of  our 
area,  and  OMI  residents  will 
have  a  voice  in  them. 

Last  year,  at  the  sug¬ 
gestion  of  OMI-CA,  traffic 
engineers  reviewed  the  traf¬ 
fic  control  at  various  inter¬ 
sections  within  our  area.  As 
a  result,  a  number  of  addi¬ 
tional  STOP  signs  were 
installed  and  others  are 
being  considered. 

“Subsequently,  it  has  been 
decided  to  expand  this  type 
of  study  to  the  entire  city,” 
announced  Robert  C.  Levy, 
City  Engineer.  “We  intend 
to  proceed  on  an  area-by¬ 
area  basis  in  a  more  formal 
manner,  with  public  hear¬ 
ings  and  eventual  adoption 
of  a  traffic  control  plan  for 
each  area.” 

The  map  below  shows  the 
five  divisions  of  the  area 
bounded  by  San  Jose  Ave., 
Ocean  Ave.,  Junipero  Serra 
Blvd.  and  the  county  line. 
One  representative  will  be 
chosen  from  each  division 
(A-E)  to  attend  a  neighbor¬ 
hood-wide  meeting  to  see 
that  the  total  plan  is  har¬ 
monious  .

Rather  than  sub¬ 
mitting  individual  proposals 
from  the  several  organiza¬ 
tions  within  District  V,  Mr. 
Dupre  suggested  these 
groups  collaborate  on  one 
major  proposal  agreeable  to 
all,  thus  avoiding  the  di¬ 
visive  competition  that  pro¬ 
duces  distrust. 

Arnold  Perkins,  YSB,  and 
Carolyn  Henderson,  OMI-

liaison  to  Youth  Service 
Bureau. 

Almost  at  the  same  time, 
fifteen  youth  were  meeting

sumers,  the  general  public, 
will  have  a  major  voice  in 
decisions  made  regarding 
health  needs  and  services, 
and  the  dollars  to  be  spent  in 
the  delivery  of  those  ser¬ 
vices.  The  designation  of 
regional  boundaries  for  each 
Health  Service  Agency  in¬ 
cluded  San  Francisco, 
Marin  and  San  Mateo  Coun¬ 
ties  comprise  Health  Service 
Area  Number  4  in  Califor¬ 
nia.  All  major  health  plan¬ 
ning  for  the  future  must  be 
jointly  carried  out  by  these 
three  counties  working  to¬ 
gether. 

Two  (2)  Applications  to 
implement  Public  Law 
93-641  are  being  submitted  to 
HEW  for  the  three  counties. 
One  is  the  West  Bay  Health 
Systems  Agency  composed 
of  a  Joint  Powers  Agree¬ 
ment  between  the  county 
governments  (Board  of  Su¬ 
pervisors)  of  San  Francisco, 
Marin  and  San  Mateo.  The 
other  is  the  West  Bay  Health 
Systems  Agency,  Inc.,  com¬ 
posed  of  (non-profit)  Marin, 
San  Francisco,  and  San 
Mateo  Comprehensive 
Health  Planning  Councils. 
While  both  applications  have 
their  weaknesses  and 
strengths,  there  are  certain 
distinct  revisions  needed  of 
both  to  insure  maximum 
community  and  consumer 
participation. 

In  the  course  of  the  last 
few  months  a  coalition  of 
neighborhood  groups  was 
formed  to  review  and  re¬ 
spond  to  the  applications  for 
HSA  designation  for  Area  4 
of  California.  The  coalition 
represents  a  wide  range  of 
health  groups  from  through¬ 
out  the  three  county  regions. 
Their  comments  and  evalu¬ 
ation  of  these  applications 
have  merit  and  deserves 
consideration  after  a  careful 
review.  However  one  of  the 
main  points  that  should 
concern  OMI  residents  is  the 
recommendation  by  the  co¬ 
alition  that  one  representa¬ 
tive,  a  provider  to  the 
Sub-Area  Council  be  shared 
by  the  Ingleside  and  Taraval 
Districts,  while  other  com¬ 
munities  have  either  one  or 
two  consumers  and  pro¬ 
viders  from  their  area.

Except  for  some  new 
faces,  including  myself,  the  board  is  still  made  up  of  the 
same  dependables. 

In  his  desire  to  make  1976  a  fruitful  year,  President  Roy 
-  Jackson  revitalized  the  various  committees  to  make  them 
goal-oriented.  He  named  deserving,  experienced  people  to 
head  these  committees  and  directed  them  to  submit  their 
respective  target  goals  for  1976.  The  following  chairpersons 
were  named  to  standing  committees:  I.T.  Bookman  (Crime 
Prevention),  Edna  James  (Health),  Veronica  Hunnicutt  and 
Carolyn  Henderson  (Education),  Ben  James  (Political 
Education),  Lonnie  Lawson,  Jr.  (Community  Planning), 
Samuel  Craig  (Youth  Service). 

Standing  committees:  Richard  Tooker  (By-Laws), 
Eleanor  Siden  (Membership),  and  A1  Reynaud  and  Perker 
Meeks  (Ways  &  Means). 

At  the  February  21  meeting  two  visitors  spoke  on  their 
concerns  —  Arthur  Hecht  from  SPEAK  sought  support  for 
his  campaign  for  PT&T  to  establish  stations  for  payment  of 
telephone  bills  in  various  parts  of  the  City.  The  board 
unanimously  endorsed  this.  Tom  Smith  expressed  concerns 
over  the  Brotherhood  Way  multi-purpose  recreational  area. 
Problems  raised  were  later  traced  out  when  Mr.  Smith  and 
Lonnie  Lawson,  Jr.,  Community  Planning  chairman,  agreed 
to  sit  down  together. 

Mr.  Lawson  conducted  indoctrination  and  installation  of 
officers. 

At  the  March  6  meeting  Bob  Covington  from  San 
Franciscans  for  District  Elections  (SFDE),  a  group  spear¬ 
heading  an  initiative  to  elect  Supervisors  by  neighborhood 
district,  sought  community  support  for  this  movement. 

Again,  association  goals  and  objectives  were  discussed. 
Joe  Salinas  suggested  these  factors  be  considered  in 
forming  them:  (1)  Are  they  feasible?  (2)  Can  they  be 
implemented?  (3)  Can  they  be  followed  up?  Veronica 
Hunnicutt  suggested  that  a  special  research  committee 
undertake  serious  study  of  the  community’s  problems  as 
basis  for  these  goals.  President  Jackson-  suggested  a 
workshop  be  held  April  3,  for  this  purpose. 

Taken  up  at  the  March  20  meeting  was  the  position  of 
OMI-CA  on  the  use  of  Balboa  Reservoir  site  as  a  Muni 
storage  and  maintenance  facility.  The  board  voted  against 
it. 

The  board  approved  proposals  to  the  Mayor’s  Office  of 
Employment  &  Training  that  OMI-CA  become  a  Com¬ 
munity-Based  Agency  (CBA)  for  the  City’s  Youth  Develop¬ 
ment  Program  which  provides  summer  part-time  jobs  for 
disadvantaged  youth.  As  a  CBA,  OMI-CA  becomes  the 
administrative  center  to  serve  as  outreach,  provide 
applications  and  information,  have  a  role  in  the  selection 
process  of  area  supervisors,  counselors  and  enrollees. 

The  president  was  designated  to  represent  OMI-CA  at  the 
San  Francisco  Grand  Jury  hearing  on  concerns  of 
neighborhoods,  especially  on  the  responsiveness  of  certain 
city  departments  to  needs  of  the  people  who  live  in  said 
neighborhoods.
